Christmas Carol Concerts by Mount 
Holyoke College Choirs 


About 125 members of the Mount 
Holyoke College choirs will give a con- 
cert of Christmas carols in the auditor- 
ium in Springfield on Friday evening, 
December 17th at 8.00 o’clock under the 
direction of Prof. William C. Hammond 
and Prof. Julia B. Dickinson of the de- 
partment of music. 
will go to New York to repeat the con- 
cert in the Aeolian hall, Tuesday after- 
noon, December 21st at 4.00 o’clock and 
about seventy-five will give the same 
concert in the Holy Trinity church in 
Philadelphia on Wednesday, Decem- 
ber 22nd at 8.00 o’clock. The proceeds 
from thé concerts in New York and 


Springfield will go toward the $3,000,000 | 


Endowment Fund for which the alun- 
nae and students of Mount Holyoke are 
working. 


The program will include fifteen 
Christmas carols — Russian, French, 
German, Italian, Spanish, and Old 


English — of all periods from the 12th 
century to the present time. Prof. 
Hammond will give a number of organ 
selections, including the college favor- 
ites, ““The March of the Magi’? by Du- 
bois and Harker’s variations of ‘‘Stille 
Nacht.” A violin, harp, and organ trio 
will also give Gounod’s ‘‘Meditation.” 
Miss Ada A. Chadwick of Springfield, a 
member of the music department at 
Mount Holyoke, will play the violin, 
Miss Mildred J. Holt, 1923, of Jamaica, 
N. Y., the harp, and Prof. Hammond the 
organ. 

Dr. Edward Bliss Reed, professor of 
English at Yale University, will give an 
explanatory introduction to the carols. 
Prof. Reed is an eminent French scho- 
lar and an authority on the subject of 
Christmas carols. He has_ recently 
brought out a book of carols which he 
collected’ in France and is soon to pub- 
lish a catalog giving the sources and sub- 
jects of Christmas carols. Three of the 
carols the choir will sing were brought 
from overseas by Prof. Reed and it is 
probable that four of the carols on the 
program have never before been given 
in aconcert of this nature. 

Mount Holyoke College, through 
Prof. Hammond, was a pioneer in bring- 
ing Christmas carols before the public. 
He-was among the very first to spend a 
whole evening on the carol, which in the 
last twenty-five years has been coming 
into its own. Prof. Hammond feels 
that Mount Holyoke girls. going out 
from college choirs have done a great 
deal to enlist interest in the carol in 
various cummunities. 

Miss Dorothy B. Cutler, 1921, daugh- 
ter of Granville K. Cutler of Lowell 
street, will sing in the concerts.

Fake Tuberculosis Cures Cost $25,- 
000,000 a Year 


Fake cures for tuberculosis defraud 
the public of from $15,000,000 to $25,- 
000,000 a year, according to figures com- 
piled by the National Tuberculosis As= 
sociation. 

Three general types of fake cures have 
been classified by the tuberculosis. au- 
thorities. First come those exploited by 
well-meaning friends, who suggest such 
things as dog’s blood, onions, lemons 
and certain types of exercise; the sec- 
ond type consists of all kinds of proprie- 
tary remedies, and the third type are the 
so-called ‘scientific’ cures, mostly of 
European origin. 

It is to spread trustworthy informa- 
tion regarding the cure of tuberculosis, 
as well as to fight fake cures, that tu- 
berculosis organizations exist. 


tuberculosis, composed of all nations 
signatory to the League of Nations cov- 
enant and the United States, has been 
formed by the International Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Conference. Sir Robert William 
Philip, M. D., of Edinburgh, was elected 
president, and London was selected for 
the first annual meeting next autumn. 
Plans were discussed for coordinating 
all the campaigns against tuberculosis 
through an international bureau. which 
eventually will be established at the seat 
of the League of Nations.—Boston 
Transcript. 


Better to Build Up Cheap Roads by 
Constant Care 


It is better to build a cheap road and 
keep it in good condition by adequate 
maintenance than to build the most ex- 
pensive highway and permit it to deter- 
iorate for want of care, say officials of 
the Bureau of Public Roads of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Maryland, which has one of the finest 
systems of improved highways in the 
United States, if not the best, has con= 
sistently followed this practice. The 
originally improved roads in. Maryland 
were comparatively inexpensive, costing 
only what the taxpayers were willing to 
pay for. The first few years the average 
cost was less than $10,000 a mile. In 
some cases the work entailed consider- 
able grading and drainage, but:in others 
it amounted simply to resurfacing the 
old turnpikes, which had already been 
graded and drained. 

Generally the roads built at that time 
were macadam, 12 feet wide and 6 inches 
thick. Soon the width was increased to 
14 feet. Later many were widened still 
farther, some very successfully, by add- 
ing concrete shoulders on each side of 
the existing macadam. This method of 
improving roads makes it possible for 
traffic to continue unimpeded on the 
road while the work is going on. 

The macadam roads in Maryland have 
given very good satisfaction, but contine 
uous care has been largely responsible 
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for their success. The roads are con- 
stantly patro!led and no hole of any size 
is allowed to go unrepaired. Material 
for patching is kept at convenient points 
along the road for the use of the patrol- 
man. From a relatively small invest- 


‘ment in admittedly low-type road it 


builds up a better one from year to year, 
always conserving the bulk of the pre- 
vious investment.

White Wyandottes No. 87, owned by 
Wm. Clifford Peck, Storrs, Conn., has 
laid fifty-nine eggs in sixty-three days, 
and Reuben Lowe’s White Wyandotte 
No. 116 is close behind with‘a record of 
fifty-six eggs in the sixty-three days. 
The next three pullets with high scores 
are all R. I. Reds. No. 252, Sweetbrier 
Rose Farm, Epsom, N. H., has scored 
fifty-five eggs. No. 228; Robert Park- 
hurst, Boxford, Mass., has laid fifty-four 
eggs. T. H. West’s Pen No. 10, White 
Wyandottes, from Haverhill, Mass., led 
the contest this week with a total of 
fifty eggs and Wm. Clifford Peck’s Pen 
No. 8 leads for the year with 417 eggs. 

All of the pens in the contest are lay- 
ing, although some have dropped down 


in egg production on account of moult- 
ing or dull weather. At the present time 
there are sixteen pullets in a partial 
molt. In most all cases the pullets that 
are molting were laying when they came 
to the contest. We will expect to lose 
eggs from these individuals for five or six 
weeks. We have added fifty pounds of 
oil meal to our laying mash for the next 
four weeks to stop the molting tendency 
of the early fall layers. It is very impor- 
tant at this time with the heavy layers 
to examine them to see if they are hold- 
ing up in weight, and if not be sure to 
increase your scratch grain to keep them 
in condition. The 300 hens laid 818 eggs 
during the ninth week of the contest 
which sold at wholesale at $77.71. Our 
feed records show that a contest hen 
eats about 1.4 pounds of food each week, 
which costs us 3.3 cents a pound or 4.6 
cents to feed a hen a week and about 
twenty cents to feed one a month. Our 
percent production last week was 38.9 
per cent, an increase of 1.7 per cent over 
last week.

The Lawrence  Anti-Tuberculosis 

League has lost in one year two men 
prominent in the work of the Associa- 
tion and well known throughout the 
state, Dr. John Frost Winchester and 
the Rev. Clark Carter. 
_ Dr. Winchester was one of the most 
interested and persevering advocates of 
the control of bovine tuberculosis in the 
State of Massachusetts, and labored 
continuously and persistently to arouse 
public opinion and interest in this sub- 
ject. Shortly before his death he was 
made a member of the Authors’ Club 
of London in recognition of his writings 
on the subjects which so intensely at- 
tracted his interest. “It may be safely 
said that he was effectively instrumental 
in raising the standing of Massachusetts 
in the prevention of tuberculosis.” 

Rev. Mr. Carter had been Secretary of 
the Lawrence City Mission since 1898 and 
a faithful worker in the Anti-Tubercu- 
losis League since its inception in that 
city. His field of usefulness was not 
limited to his own city, but he played a 
prominent part in many state-wide 
movements for the prevention of dis- 
tress and poverty. He had much to do 
with the furthering of legislation in 


Massachusetts for the betterment 
labor conditions and the protection 
children, and for ‘a-long period was the 
Lawrence Agent for the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children.

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Some Washington Observations 


Washington is always interesting; in 
the calm and peace of pre-war days: in 
the rampant, raging roar of war time: 
and in the after-the-war reconstruction 
period: constantly changing but now 
apparently settled into a determination 
to do some work in connection with re- 
construction that the American people 
will approve. 

*‘Apparently settled” are the words 
used, because it is yet too early to see 
just what results will follow some of the 
very earnest efforts in the forming, to 
make the cost of government a great 
deal less in the next few years. If the 
writer were to forecast three important 
things that are to be brought about, he 
would believe they related to a reduc- 
tion in the cost of government, a co- 
ordination of governmental activities, 
and a simplified form of assessing the 
multitudinous taxes that the govern- 
ment now assesses. 

Already strenuous efforts are being 
made in Washington to save the jobs of 
a great army of people who hope to be 
hold-overs under the next administra- 
tion. Every department head is ap- 
pearing before Congress with proposals 
to keep up the enormous activities that 
we have had the past few years to as 
high a state of activity as is possible. 
The day that the writer was in Wash- 


Commission these cars were finally fixed 
to exclusively serve the coal-carrying 
business of the country. All public 
works suffered seriously and in some 
cases actually starved, and here is where 
the Army camp now deserted and going 
to ruin comes in. Alongside this ex- 
pensively constructed railroad yard in 
the deserted camp are hundreds, if not 
thousands, of flat bottoms with their 
corresponding car trucks, springs, 


brakes and all other equipment, waiting 
to be assembled, as they have been wait- 
ing for the last two years. A half a 
million of the five million dollars wasted 
on the Navy camp a mile away would 
have assembled all these cars and put 
them into commission to relieve the 
serious problems of coal and_ public 
works material handling.

Let no 
one express too much sympathy for 
such places as will be vacated, for never 
in the history of any nation were so 
many unnecessary people gathered to- 
gether in one great group as are now to 
be found in almost any one of the de- 
partments at Washington. 

When one speaks of a department at 
Washington, he means the department 
with a head at Washington, for the ram- 
ifications of the departments at the 
present time extend all over the broad 
land, and while the writer saw plenty of 
evidences to prove the statement made 
as to unnecessary employees in a number 
of different bureaus in Washington, he 
saw many more of them at Norfolk and 
Hampton Roads in connection with the 
important department of the Navy. 

More power to the arm of Congress in 
bringing about a lessened cost of govern- 
ment, with the lesson it will carry all 
over the country! 

A distinguished Senator has recently 
made the charge that the most waste- 
ful business organization in the world 
was the United States Government. 
One needs to look only at any one gov- 
ernmental activity in its relation to 
any other governmental activity to find 
proof of this statement. The writer’s

Department had expended upon a sup- 
plementary base and camp, in addition 
to the one already constructed at Hamp- 
ton Roads, approximately $800,000. 
This expenditure had been made upon 
an area of 500 acres more or less, in 
connection with which no. lease was 
held, and no right to occupy represented 
by any writing whatsoever had been es- 
tablished. After the signing of the ar- 
mistice, activities closed, but only for a 
few brief days. Soon they were resum- 
ed again and today this supplementary 
naval camp is an established fact on 
land neither owned nor leased by the 
government, with water, sewer, streets, 
buildings and all completed at a cost 
in excess of $5,000,000, of which more 
than four-fifths have been spent since 
the end of the war. So far as anyone 
can see there {is no possible use that 
can be made of this camp. 

Within a mile of this same camp the 
army had another camp today going to 
decay and ruin, with the single excep- 
tion of a three to four hundred thous- 
and dollar railroad yard along which is 
the most striking parallel to be used in 
illustrating the lack of co-ordination be- 
tween Federal activities that the writer 
has seen. 

Last year all through the spring, 
summer and fall, the great public works 
of the United States clamored for open- 
top cars in which material might be 
transported for carrying on activities in 
road building, house building and all 
other forms of reconstruction work. 
By a ruling of the Interstate Commercé 


that any corporation in existence be- 
lieving it has paid its full tax may find 
itself three years from now assessed a 
stil further amount when the govern- 
ment finally reaches it in its reaudit 
and reclassification. 

Again more power to the arm of Con- 
gress in finding some simple way in 
which an honest man may pay his honest 
Federal tax, and in which an honest 
corporation may know how much its 
honest Federal tax is, so that the govern- 
ment may know where it stands more 
frequently than once in four years!

The Work of Public Nurses in Ando- 
ver 


It is always a satisfaction to find co- 
operation along different lines of the 
same general work, for it means that 


f. when these lines cross, as they must 


necessarily do at times, it makes for 
mutual assistance and not conflict. It 
is a dovetailing rather than an over- 
lapping. 

Public Health work in Andover is now 
being done along three different lines, 
by three nurses, each of whom feels 
the need and assistance of the other two. 

The work of Miss Campbell, the 
visiting nurse, is perhaps the best known 
as her 1700 visits a year take her into 
many homes: in all parts of the town. 
Her work is largely bedside nursing in 
medical, surgical and obstetric cases. 

She is working directly under the 
Public Health Association and the work 
is now financed by the Andover branch 
of the Red Cross. 

Miss Moreton, the school nurse, 
working under the direction of Mr. 
Sanborn the Superintendent of Schools 
and Dr. Walker the school. physician, 
is carrying on the second line of work to 
be introduced here, namely the exami- 
nation of all the public-school children 
and the following up into the homes of 
any who show any symptoms of :ill 
health. 

The third line of public health work, 
and the latest to be developed in Ando- 
ver is that of Mrs. Johnson, the Board of 
Health nurse. This is the work to 
which especial attention is called at this 
time when the Christmas seals are 
again being sold for the benefit of the 
fight against tuberculosis. 

From the proceeds of last year’s sale 
of seals, $500.00 has been contributed 
toward Mrs. Johnson’s salary, the re- 
mainder being met by the town. Her 
work is largely in this line for Andover 
in spite of its healthful location has a 
percentage of tuberculosis equal to that 
of many large cities. Never before has 
it been possible to care adequately for 
more than the extreme cases: now the 
nurse working directly under the Board 
of Health can hunt up cases, watch 
suspects, sending cultures for examina- 
tion constantly, do the “follow-up” 
work so necessary in this disease, as well 
as the bedside nursing in the hopeless 
cases. She also takes many patients to 
the clinics at the North Reading sana- 
torium where they undergo a very 
thorough examination. 

Since May Ist when Mrs. Johnson 
commenced her work here she has made 
nearly 700 visits to houses having con- 
tagious diseases, including infantile 
parelysis, diphtheria, scarlet 
mumps, measles, sleeping: sickness, ery- 
sipelas, septic sore throat, tuberculosis 
and typhoid fever. 

Aside from the contagious work she 
also is sent by the Board of Health 
to look into sanitary conditions in all 
parts. of the town and has been able to 
clean up some very bad spots. 

An instance of co-operation with the 
school nurse occurred not long ago when 
in one of the district schools several 
cases of diphtheria developed. The two 
nurses took cultures of all the children 
and in time received the report that one 
of the perfectly well children was a car- 
rier menacing the health of the com- 
munity. 

The clerical part of a Board of Health 
nurse’s work includes the keeping of 
many records in connection with the 
contagious work and also of the new- 
born babies. She is also responsible for 
the supply and use of all placards, vac- 
cines and culture tubes and issues licenses 
for the sale of milk, alcohdl and the col- 
lection of garbage. This is merely an 
outline of this varied and important 
work and at the same time a plea for the 
increased sale of the Christmas seals. 
Much also might be said of the excellent 
work done by the nurses in connection 
with our corporations. 

Next week the work of the other 
public nurses will be taken up in a little 
more detail that we all may understand 
better how the needs of this large and 


scattered community are being met.

Making the Sea Safe 


The approach of storms at sea is now 
reported with surprising accuracy by 
means of wireless electricity. An in- 
genius devise makes it possible to pick 
up news of their approach long before 
local conditions are effected. It is not 
only possible to learn of the position of 
storms when many miles distant, but 
to know the direction they are taking. 
The tests have been made with great 
success at the Naval base at Pensacola, 
Florida. It is a simple matter to get 
news of the approach of storms over 
land, but the conditions at sea have been 
baffling. The warning of an approach- 
ing storm can now be wirelessed to 
aviators flying at sea and to ships far 
from land. Since ships far out at sea 
may now be warned of bad weather, a 
new element of safety is lent to all who 
go down to the sea in ships.—Boys’ Life 
for November.

Some Old Andover Trees 


At the regular meeting of the Andover 
Natural History Society held Tuesday 
evening in the Punchard lecture room, 
Miss Mary Alice Abbott read a very in- 
teresting paper on the old Abbot elm 
and Warren L. Johnson gave the history 
of the elms near his home on Salem 
street. 

The tree at Mr. Johnson’s place is 
said to have been brought on horseback 
from West Newbury in 1790 by Capt. 
Joseph Blunt, a great-grandfather of 
Joseph Blunt of Salem street. Strange 
as it may seem it has developed to its 
present proportions, growing on a ledge 
covered by. only about six inches of soil. 
Two cords and a half of wood have been 
trimmed from it and an equal amount 
could again be cut out to advantage. 

The mammoth elm which stands by 
the Abbot homestead, a house built in 
1685, is said by tree experts to be from 
250 to 300 years old. The tradition is 
that a switch thrust into the ground by a 
man who was passing on horseback 
grew into this mighty tree which has 
few rivals in this vicinity. The Hub- 
bard elm which was larger in girth is now 
aruin. The Abbot elm. measures nine- 

teen feet in circumference when mea- 
sured breast-high and twenty-three at 
the roots. . 

In 1910 feeling that the tree must have 
help if it were to stand intact through 
the coming years, Munson and Whit- 
aker, tree surgeons were called in con- 
sultation. By their advice all the rotted 
wood — four double-horse loads — was 
removed leaving a cavity in the main 
trunk large enough for two men to 
stand in, and in the two main branches, 
cavities ten to fifteen feet long and large 
enough for a man to crawl through. 
These were treated with a cavity com- 
pound and then filled with cement in 
such a way as to allow the cambium 
layer to grow out over the cement and 
sand and seal the cavities. Nine tons of 
sand and stones were used; this work, to- 
gether with the system of chains and 
bolts which secures the larger limbs oc- 
cupying four men an entire month. The

Corn Borers Float to Sea, Infesting 
Coast Islands 


Partial explanation of the infestations 
of off-shore islands along the Massachu- 
setts coast with the European corn borer 
was obtained recently by investigators 
of the Bureau of Entomology, United 
States Department of Agriculture, who 
have been watching the pest in eastern 
Massachusetts. Fields on several is- 
lands off the coast near Boston have 
been found infested. Recently two corn- 
stalks were picked up in the drift on the 
beach of Inner Brewster Island, 9 miles 
at sea, and when examined were found 
to contain active corn borers. This dis- 
covery gives a new field for surveillance 
in the fight against the spread of the 


The corn borer is particularly 


tenacious of life, and instances have been 
known where they would regain activity 
after being submerged in water for 
twenty-four hours or even longer.
